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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 28-30 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 28, and 33 are not only is ambiguous but also are not further limiting, because the 
assembly of claims 22 or 3 1 which these claims are dependent from, already recite or content a 
load cell. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-3, 10, 18-20, 22-24, and 31are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by StreliofF. 

Regarding claims 1, 18, and 31, Strelioff discloses a mobile weighting system with 
features of the claimed invention including an upper part (element 103) which is secured to an 
anchor point (element 95) and from which a load cell (element 90) is suspended; and lower parts 
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(all elements except 103) related to the load cell and from which said load may be suspended. 
The assembly may be used in at least two positions, including: an inoperative position wherein 
said load cell is not measuring (for example, figure 2b) and an operative position wherein said 
lower part and said load are supported (as in figure 2a). 

Regarding claims 2, 19, 22, the assembly has lifting means (element 103). 

Regarding claim 3, and 23, the lifting means is adapted to lift the lower part and the load 

cell. 

Regarding claim 10, the assembly can be in any desirable position. 

Regarding claims 20, and 32 the lifting is associated with rotation of a shaft (rotation of 
element 103 about pivot 100). 

Regarding claim 24, the upper assembly has a fixing means to fixed the upper (element 
1 12) and the lower (element 113) together. . 

5. Claims 4-9, 1 1-17, 21 and 25-27 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
